SCHOOL REPORT. 


The following report of schools for the year ending Feb. 15, 


1895, is respectfully submitted : 

The schools of this town the past year have met, it is be- 
lieved, with average prosperity. The teachers have all been 
competent, so far as text books are concerned, to teach in their 
respective divisions, and the examination exercises of the sev- 
eral schools evinced that the teachers were conscientiously 
faithful and zealous in the discharge of the duties committed to 
their trust. If there is any criticism that can justly be made 
it is that the teachers have failed in a practical application of 
the principles and subject matter taught. This is eminently an 
age of practical thought and business enterprise. Probably 
never before in the history of the world has the commercial 
idea so taken possession of man’s mind as at present, and nev- 
er has there been a time when a realization of this fact by the 
instructor of youth was as imperatively necessary as now. Hence 
it should be the aim of the teacher educationally to equip him- 
self for the work of practical instruction, and seek to apply the 
knowledge obtained from text books to the affairs of every day 
life and commercial undertakings. But this kind of instruction 
should not be carried to an unlimited extent, or in other words, 
the commercial idea should not be the paramount, or sole con- 
ception of the teacher’s duties. It is feared, and we believe 
there are good grounds for such fear, thatin the maddening 
strife for individual material prosperity, our people have become 
impregnated with ideas absolutely foreign and heretical to the 
spirit and genius of our free institutions, and thoroughly at 
war with the perpetuity of our democratic-republican form of 
government. It is, therefore, an essential requisite of the 
successful teacher that he is possessed of a genuine patriotism 
and is in fullsympathy and accord with the principles upon 
which our government was based, and not dazzled and enchant- 
ed by the practices and customs imbibed under the forms of 
regal and imperial government that he may impart patriotic as- 
pirations and sentiments, and in this way temper the commer- 
cial spirit and thus the better prepare his pupils for the respon- 
sible duties of American citizenship.
